The system has been applied not only to the -Qob Corps poj^lation 
of disadvantaged, mainly^ minority youth but has also been used in neighborhood youth 
educational programs and by a variety of educa^onal institutions.^ It has been 
succe^sfuK in enhancing the educational gains of such youtjv^and has been 
recommended for wider adoption.

The^ob Corps Populatioi^ 

The average ^nroUee has tested between fifth and sixth grade level in both 
math and reading^ince the inception of the Job Corps. Clearly the average^nroUee 
needed'additional education ff he or she was to find employmefft above the level of 
unskilled laborers. The real flaesUen centered on how to effect enough change in the 
h^lf year or less that most youthsf spent in the program. 

' The Educational and Motiv^ional Challgnge ^ 

The Job Corps' would have been a crash program even if enroUees stayed for 
the originally envisioned year or more. Somte observers felt that the eduq^tional 
challenge was not to make enrdtlees literate ertough to grasp the more technical areas 
of vocational training, but to impress upon them that they were cap&ble of learning. 
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Most enroUees were school, dropouts and had little patience with any educational 
• process reminiscent of thel long, unfocused years spent in public school systems. They 
had to be made to feel that they .were learning as rapidly as possible. 

' ' ; ' \ , 1 ^ . * • 

Unfortunately, this was a tremendously difficult t^sk. Making basic 
education seem relevant is even harder than making it'interesting. Much repetition is 
required to pt)und the necessary f uodamentals of language and oanathematics into even 
the most receptive hea^ds. 

The J5b Cbrps Response 

The Job Corps basic education system attempts to deal with motivational 
prot?lems as well as the scheduling problems created by the constant turnover that 
plagued the program and by the ^ide range of ability and attainment of enroUees. 
Both problems precjuded traditional lock-step educational techniques predicated on a 
simultaneous enrollment predetermined schedule, and group homog^eneity. , The Job 
Corps solution to all these problems was a "unit system of instruction" in which each 
course of study was broken down into a maxim.um number of individual lessons. These 
were geared to the common denominator judged appropriate for highly disadvantaged 
students. / ' 

■ ■'■ • / ■• 

In theory, every Job Corps enrollee should be capable of mastering these 
carefully delineated sequential steps, although the actual rate of progress through the 
sequence itself maght vary tremendously.' Slow and quick students alike should 
benefit from the^feeling of forward movement engendered by progress in small but 
measur^le increments, and since students could "advance at their own speed, they 
would fee*l that they were improving as fast as possible. Individual progress was more 
readily evaluated and supplementary, materials more easily inserted intc the course of 
study. The entire program was open-ended; students could start or finuh^at any 
point, although specific "stepping-pff" pointy were recommended, depending on an 
individual's vocational plans. Problems preated by continual turnover thus, 
theoretically, were minimized, since no "class" sthedules existed^nly individual
